year to year of such a deposit, as may be required by

the laws of other states, in order to the transaction of
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the business of insurance therein. Nothing herein
contained shall be so construed as to prevent such com-
panies from collecting or receiving the interest accruing
: upon such securities, or from withdrawing such deposit,
or from changing such securities from time to time as
may be desired by said company so depositing.

The reople of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senafe
and assembly, do enact as follows:

oo aisricts  SEorroN 1. Until there shall be a new apportion-
ment, the senators shall be apportioned among the sev-
eral districts of this state as hereinafter mentioned, and
each district shall be entitled to elect one senator.

The county of Sheboygan shall constitute the first
senate district.

The counties of Brown, Kewaunee and Door shall
constitute the second senate district.

The county of Ozaukee shall constitute the third
senate distriot.

The county of Washington shall constitute the fourth
senate district.

The first, second, sixth, seventh and ninth wards of
the city of Milwaukee, and the towns of Wauwatosa,
Milwaukee and Granville, in the county of Milwaukee,
shall constitute the fifth senate district.

The third, fourth, fifth and eighth wards of the city
of Milwaukee, and the towns of Lake, Osk Creek,
Franklin and Greenfield, in the county of Milwaukee,
shall constitute the sixth senate district.

The county of Racine shall constitute the seventh sen-
ate distriot.

The county of Kenosha shall constitute the eighth
senate distriot.
